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GHI Requests Rehabilitation 
Subsidy - Looks at Boilers

A couple of innovative suggestions from the staff of Green- 
e lt Homes, for financing and for heating, were among the subjects 
discussed by the GHI board of directors at its first regular meeting 
m December. These and others (consultant’s report on rehabilita¬ 
tion, member complaints) provided plenty of material for differ¬ 
ing viewpoints expressed during a lively three hours. 


Preliminary Plan Is Approved 
For New Commercial Complex

The Prince Georges County Planning Board on December 1 
approved with conditions a preliminary plan for subdivision 
for Greenbelt East, formerly the Schrom Airport. Proposed is a 
commercial complex — 220,000 square feet of retail commercial 
and 200,000 square feet of office buildings. The 24-acre com¬ 
mercially zoned tract is located along Greenbelt Road in front of 
the Goddard Space Village and Hunting Ridge Apartments, just 
east of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 


GHI has recently requested a 
$500,000 subsidy from the county 
under an existing Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant (CDBG) 
^ r ogram, over a period of three 
years, to reduce the amount that 
will need to be loaned for rehabili¬ 
tation work on homes. The county 
however is objecting to the fact 
that lower-income families in GHI 
will be paying a disproportionate 
share for such home improvements 
and so for this and other reasons 
the staff has now proposed that the 
subsidy be disbursed in the form 
of interest-free loans to eligible 
members for rehabilitation work on 
their homes; these loans would be 
paid back upon sale of the home. 

Full details of this charge defer¬ 
ral program - which would some¬ 
what resemble the present Senior 
Citizen’s monthly charge deferral 
program - have evidently not been 
worked out yet, according to replies 
from the staff to questions by board 
members who asked about eligibili¬ 
ty criteria, and about whether the 
program would be transferred from 
selling members to incoming mem¬ 
bers. Chairman Jim Smith des¬ 
cribed the program as a loan which 
would help to repair GHI homes 
now, before inflation raised con¬ 
struction costs further, without un¬ 
duly burdening members financially. 
A motion to adopt the program (for 
submission to the county) was pas¬ 
sed, with director Mary Clarke dis¬ 
senting. 

With regard to GHI’s steady pur¬ 
suit of cost-saving in its heating 
system, a collaboration between As¬ 
sistant Manager Kenneth Kopstein 
and director Wayne Williams resul¬ 
ted in a novel suggestion that the 
corporation look into replacing the 
present system of 160 separate boil¬ 
er plants, by a centralized “waste 
compaction/incineration” system. 
Kopstein said that preliminary es¬ 
timates indicate that such a sys¬ 
tem could pay for itself in about 
four years, in reduced fuel oil costs, 
and also reduce maintenance costs 
presently associated with a distrib¬ 
uted system. 

This general proposal, coupled 
with a specific request for $5000 to 
carry out a consultant study, 
brought many pro and con argu¬ 
ments. Director Virginia Moryadas 
questioned whether such a partic¬ 
ular system should be singled out 
for special favor when other sys¬ 
tems were being considered as well 
in the forthcoming rehabilitation 
study; and director Clarke was 
wary of the truck traffic that might 
ensue. On the other hand director 
Margaret Hogensen favored such a 
study as “absolutely vital” because 
GHI should “plan ahead of time to 
meet a challenge in the future;” 
instead of what she termed GUI’s 
“usual late excited reaction to an 
emergency”. Her view was suppor¬ 
ted by directors Williams and Nor¬ 
man Weyel, and also by Charles 
Schwan and Nat Shinderman from 
the floor, the latter members how¬ 
ever agreeing with Moryadas that 
final decisions should not be made 
hastily. No action was taken on 
the funding request for consultant 
study, pending further considera¬ 
tion by the board. 

(Some other details of the propos¬ 
ed charge deferral program, and of 
the waste-burning heating system 


suggested by the staff, were given 
in last week’s issue of the News 
Review. 

In connection with the rehabilita¬ 
tion report which has been taking 
shape through a series of board and 
committee sessions with consul¬ 
tants, a question arises as to how to 
communicate it to the membership 
after the final version is made up 
sometime in January; director Don¬ 
ald Volk suggested just printing 
the essential parts of the report, 
and Schwan was in favor of print¬ 
ing enough copies for all members 
(about 2000). Before this point is 
reached, however, a cautionary 
word was expressed by Hogensen 
who voiced some dissatisfaction 
with the consultant’s performance 
and understanding of GHTs opera 
tion, as did some other board mem¬ 
bers; also, several of the board 
said they were impressed by the 
“excellent education process” that 
had taken place at the committee 
sessions on the draft report, and 
now urged that further such ses¬ 
sions be held to polish up the re¬ 
port. Accordingly, Smith proposed 
holding such sessions on January 
4 and/or 5 (no action will be taken 
on the draft report during the re¬ 
maining part of December). 

Early in the meeting, a member 
couple lodged several complaints 
about what they considered to be 
electrical hazards and structural 
deficiencies in their home which 
they are about to sell. The princi¬ 
pal complaint was that a shock ha¬ 
zard existed in the kitchen, and that 
a staff electrician had declined to 
fix the problem. Smith described 
the corporation’s responsibility as 
covering only house wiring, not in¬ 
ternal appliance wiring. In the fol¬ 
lowing discussion it was clear that 
without further investigation the 
source of the shock hazard could 
not be pinpointed; at the same time 
director Clarke voiced her feeling 
that the electrician should not have 
left the home without doing some¬ 
thing to reduce the hazard. The 
board and staff decided to send an 
electrician to locate the trouble - 
if it turns out to be in the house 
wiring, there would be no cost to 
the member for repair. 

With respect to other com¬ 
plaints by the same members, who 
said there was missing baseboard 
molding, leaking bathtub seams and 
exposed wiring, which they ascribed 
to loose inspection procedure, the 
hoard and manager decided to first 
establish what the facts were be¬ 
fore going further. 

One further item mentioned dur¬ 
ing the meeting mav have an im¬ 
portant bearing on the question of 
how to refinance GHI homes after 
the GNMA mortgage is lifted.. The 
state-operated Maryland Housing 
Fund is in the process of enacting 
an insurance program for coopera¬ 
tive equity loans (e.g., Twin Pines 
loans); regulations for such a pro¬ 
gram have been drawn up and will 
become effective during February, 
1978, "if no adverse comments are 
received”. Such an equity insur¬ 
ance program should aid present 
members in refinancing equity 
loans, and assist new members to 
get loans at interest rates perhaps 
as low as first mortgage interest 
rates. 
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GREENBELT LAKE PARK 
ICE SKATING POLICY 

The Greenbelt Lake is open for 
ice skating when weather condi¬ 
tions are favorable. In order to 
provide a wholesome, safe activity, 
the city developed guidelines that 
should be followed. During cold 
weather, persons interested in as¬ 
certaining the conditions of the ice 
at the lake should call the Green¬ 
belt Police Department, 474-5454. It 
is impossible to continually test ice 
thickness over all areas of the lake, 
so skating will always be at the risk 
of the participant. Recommended 
areas of skating are the shore 
lines, and the bay around the pe¬ 
ninsula. The lake area around the 
dam and spillway should definitely 
be avoided, as open water is usual¬ 
ly found in these areas. Skaters 
should also avoid gathering in 
groups on the ice. No fires will be 
allowed at the lake except those 
provided by the city, because of the 
scarcity of firewood and danger 
from brush fires. 

The Recreation Department will 
attempt to provide assistance at 
the lake during week days from 
4 p.m, until dark and on holidays, 
Sat. and Sun. from 9 a.m. to dark. 
No skating will be allowed on the 
lake after dark. 

All skaters and parents should 
keep in mind the dangers involved 
in ice sports. Parents should ac¬ 
company young children. A person 
who falls through the ice is in 
danger of drowning and freezing if 
not cared for immediately. 

Public Forum on Metro 

Prince George's County's Corri¬ 
dor Task Force, a panel of trans¬ 
portation planners, has scheduled 
two public forums in northern and 
southern Prince George’s on how 
to narrow 72 possible regional com¬ 
binations of Metrorail alternatives 
to three preferred options. All of 
the 72 regional plans have an effect 
on the County’s Greenbelt and 
Branch Avenue Routes. The nor¬ 
thern public forum is scheduled for 
January 11, 7;30 p.m., at the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Center 
auditorium. The auditorium is in 
the Main Administration Building 
on the west side of U.S. Route 1, a 
quarter mile north of the Beltway. 

The second forum will be held 
January 12, 7:30 p.m., at Crossland 
Senior High School multi-purpose 
room, 6901 Temple Hills Road, 
Camp Springs. 

The Task Force will present the 
County Council with three recom¬ 
mended regional options on Janu¬ 
ary 17. A fourth option that rou¬ 
tinely will be carried forth as the 
Alternatives Analysis proceeds is 
the Adopted Regional System (A- 
RS), essentially the original propos¬ 
al for the 100-mile rapid rail system. 

The consultant’s technical mem¬ 
orandum, detailing the 72 options 
will be available from the county 
Department of Program Planning 
and Economic Development and 
the County Council. 


The Greenbelt City Council op¬ 
posed the plan based on the ad¬ 
ditional traffic burdens that the 
proposed complex would generate 
at the nearby Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway interchange and the 
intersection at Kenilworth and 
Greenbelt Roads. Additionally, 
council felt there was a need for 
resolving matters of road access in¬ 
to the project and road specifica¬ 
tions and design. 

In September the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission staff recommended that 
the development be limited to 
120,000 square feet of retail com¬ 
mercial and 100,000 square feet of 
commercial office space because of 
adverse traffic impact. Since then 
the traffic consultant for the appli¬ 
cant has offered new traffic consi¬ 
derations and the developer has 
agreed to certain road improve¬ 
ments and rights-of-way. Bas¬ 
ed on these factors, the staff 
has changed its recommendations 
and will permit a maximum of 
220,000 square feet of retail com¬ 
mercial and 200,000 square feet of 
office buildings, as originally re¬ 
quested by the developer. 

With respect to the Greenbelt 
Road-Kenilworth Avenue intersec¬ 
tion, the MNCPPC Transportation 
Division, while aware of the prob¬ 
lems at the intersection, said there 
was no analysis undertaken. A 
spokesman for the division said 
that it was difficult to make accur¬ 
ate estimates as to how much traf¬ 
fic travelling to and from Green¬ 
belt East would end up at the 
Kenilworth intersection. 

Conditions attached to the Plan¬ 
ning Board’s approval also include 
(1) construction of Hanover 
Parkway south as a 4-lane divided 
roadway from Greenbelt Road to 
the commercial property, (2) dedi¬ 
cation of the necessary right-of- 
way for widening Greenbelt Road, 
(3) agreement with the State High¬ 
way Administration or National 
Park Service to construct addi¬ 
tional width on the Baltimore- Wa¬ 
shington Parkway off ramp to 
Greenbelt Road and (4) site plan 
review. 

Risrht-of-Way Needed 

Since Hanover Parkwav as cur¬ 
rently dedicated does not provide 
access to the commercial prooertv, 
the developer must acauire a right- 
of-way from the commercial pro¬ 
perty to Hanover Parkwav. ap- 
nroximately 400 feet south of Green¬ 
belt Road. City Manager James 
K. Giese cautions that a right-of- 
way at that location will essentially 
split in half the unzoned Smith- 
Ewing nroperty. which is located 
within Greenbelt’s boundaries. 

Giese raises questions as to (?) 
whether the Planning Board was 
not in effect making decisions af¬ 
fecting the development and zoning 
of the Smith-Ewing property with¬ 
out that property being the sub¬ 
ject of the preliminary plan (2) 
whether it would be necessary for 


a preliminary plan of the unzoned 
property to be submitted in order 
for such a right-of-way to be dedi¬ 
cated and (3) whether it was now 
incorporated as part of the Green¬ 
belt East plan. 

With respect to the requirement 
by the Planning Board that Hano¬ 
ver Parkway be constructed to 4- 
lanes, Giese noted that the city, not 
the Board, has jurisdiction in the 
matter and would, therefore, insist 
on all of its requirements being 
met. That portion of Hanover 
Parkway leading to the commercial 
property is within the city’s boun¬ 
daries. However, the city will not 
benefit from the commercial center 
since it is located outside the city 
limits. 

Plans for Greenbelt East include 
one or two discount department 
stores, a food store and various 
smaller shops, and two office build¬ 
ings, each approximately 100,000 
square feet. 

Applications Available For 
State Scholarships 

Senator Edward T. Conroy has 
announced that the final filing date 
for Maryland State Scholarship Ap¬ 
plications is February 15, 1978. This 
year the Scholarship Board requir¬ 
es that the FAF (Financial Aid 
Form) must be filed with the State 
Scholarship Board by January 30. 
This means that the form must be 
sent to Princeton, New Jersey on 
or about January 15, 1978. 

Any student who is a senior in 
high school or presently attending 
a college within the State of Mary¬ 
land is eligible to apply. The appli¬ 
cation packages are now available 
at the Guidance Offices at the high 
schools and the Financial Aid Of¬ 
fices at the Colleges. Those in pri¬ 
vate school, must contact the Schol¬ 
arship Board requesting that they 
be sent the application. When fil¬ 
ling out the application for the 
State Scholarship Board, be sure to 
check in the appropriate box the 
Senatorial Scholarship as well as 
the State Scholarship. “We have 
found in the last couple of years 
that many students who apply for 
the Senatorial or Delegate awards 
qualify for the State award due to 
financial need,” stated Conroy.

Before and After School 
Sup’d Childrens’ Program

At the Nov. 28 City Council meet¬ 
ing the Before and After School 
Supervised Children's Program was 
a scheduled agenda item under dis¬ 
cussion. This subject is under con¬ 
sideration because of interest ev¬ 
inced by citizens and community 
groups at a Public Information 
meeting held on Tues., Oct 25. 
Those who participated in the ses¬ 
sion voiced the opinion that many 
Greenbelters are in need of such a 
service that would provide super¬ 
vision for children of working par¬ 
ents in the early morning and late 
afternoon hours. It was thought 
that once a program was set in 
motion it would attract the atten¬ 
tion and participation of more res¬ 
idents. 

The Directors of Recreation and 
Greenbelt Cares subsequently de¬ 
livered a report to the City Council. 
The Nov. 7 meeting touched on the 
subject briefly and then it was tab¬ 
led until Nov, 28. Mary Clarke and 
Carol Levanthal, of Greenbelt CAR¬ 
ES spoke in favor of the proposed 
program. Clarke requested that the 
city provide some stimulus for the 
supervised program in the form of 
funding or staff time (city staff) 
devoted to its investigation. 
Leventhal did not deliver a formal 
presentation but did state that sev¬ 
eral “Latch Key Child” programs 
have been investigated. It was poin 
ted out that the same programs 
operate on a county and not a city 
basis. 

Various questions arose as to the 
feasibility, costs, operating stand¬ 
ards etc. of such a program. Coun¬ 
cil decided that the formation of 
a special citizens committee for 
investigation was not necessary at 
present nor would it be advisable 
to hire anyone with more expertise 
until more could be determined a- 
bout such a program. Council 
passed a resolution to request that 
Staff investigate the feasibility and 
all other aspects of the issue that 
were brought up at the public hear¬ 
ing.

Twin Pines Members 
Adopt New Bylaws 

After delaying the start of the 
meeting for almost an hour for 
want of a quorum, the membership 
of Twin Pines unanimously passed 
a set of bylaw amendments at a 
special meeting held on Dec. 14. 
The primary purpose of the amend¬ 
ments was to implement a voting 
system in Twin Pines based on the 
concept of one member - one .vote, 
as well as to make possible a mail 
proxy ballot.

New Bi-County Water Main 
May Traverse Lake Park

The Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission (WSSC) plans to 
construct a water main which will 
extend from the Potomac Plant on 
River Road through Montgomery 
County, including various projects 
and existing mains, and on into 
Prince Georges County. It will fol¬ 
low the Beltway in Prince Georges 
County and terminate near Cen¬ 
tral Avenue, at which point the 
pipeline will hook into existing wat¬ 
er mains. The large 96“ pipe covers 
a distance of 24 miles. According 
to John Ritter, Project Manager, 
Water and Sewage Design Section, 
WSSC, this project (known as 
W80.01 in the Greenbelt Area) will 
be a major source of water supply 
to Prince Georges County and was 
included in the 1974 Water and 
Sewage plan. Studies based on cal¬ 
culations of population growth in¬ 
dicate that the main is necessary to 
meet present and future water de¬ 
mands. The pipes are needed to bal¬ 
ance the system to maintain water 
pressure both for domestic con¬ 
sumption and to insure adequate 
water flow for extinguishing fires. 

Property owners affected by the 
project include Holy Cross Hospit¬ 
al, the Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter, Consolidated Syndicates, Spring¬ 
hill Lake Associates, Reiner et al 
Trustees, and the City of Greenbelt. 
The section in this area will begin 
at the new police barracks at Route 
1 and extend to the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 

WSSC intends to construct the 
main as close to the Beltway as 
possible, as it provides a direct 
route and an open area. A tempor¬ 
ary 30-ft, easement has been pro¬ 
posed for the construction of the 
main in addition to a 50-ft. ease¬ 
ment. The latter gives WSSC a per¬ 
manent right of way to the strip for 
maintenance of the main, as well 
as for construction purposes. 

An additional 20-foot easement is 
being sought through the Lake 
Park. This alignment of the main 
through the Lake Park and Parcel 
15 would eliminate part of the tree 
buffer which now exists between 
the Park and the Beltway. City 
Council members are concerned 
about damage to the Lake Park, 
because of its proximity to the Belt- 
way, with loss of the tree buffer 
strip, changes in topography, and 
preservation of the watershed for 
the Park. A motion passed at the 
City Council meeting on Nov. 28 
to request that the WSSC investi¬ 
gate a right-of-way which would 
run through the Lake Park and 
Parcel 15 but which would be lo¬ 
cated at a distance from the Belt- 
way so as to preserve the existing 
tree growth. 

A connection must be made be¬ 
tween the 96“ main and the 42“ 
pipeline that already runs through 
Greenbelt. The WSSC will require 
another right of way for this con¬ 
nection, which it has proposed to 
place at the south corner of the 
Lake below the dam. 

The location of the right of way 
for the water main and any com¬ 
pensation to be made by WSSC to 
the City are issues still being nego¬ 
tiated by the two parties. William 
Wilder, the Right of Way agent for 
WSSC, states that construction may 
begin in the summer of 1978.

Greenbelt’s Richard Bridge 
Honored for Boating Safety 

On October 14, at the River Safe¬ 
ty Symposium held in Easton, Pa., 
Richard B. Bridge of Greenbelt was 
awarded the August A. Busch “Mi- 
chelob Schooner”. The trophy, a 
handcrafted, solid sterling silver 
yawl encased in a frame, is award¬ 
ed to a person who has made a 
great contribution to boating safe¬ 
ty over an extended period of time. 
The award was presented by Ra- 
mone Eaton, retired vice president 
of the American Red Cross and a 
long-time friend of Bridge’s. The 
American Canoe Association and 
the Canoe Cruisers Association en¬ 
dorsed his nomination which then 
was recommended by the U. S. 
Coast Guard and the American Red 
Cross. 

Bridge, who works for the Naval 
Research Laboratory, has been ac¬ 
tively involved in the sport of ca¬ 
noeing for more than twenty years, 
as a participant, organizer and edu¬ 
cator. He has taken part in many 
facets of the sport, both as a rec¬ 
reational paddler and canoe poler 
and as a racer in local, regional and 
national competitions. Bridge holds 
certification as an International 
Slalom Expert and has officiated as 
such at international Whitewater 
races both in the United States and 
Europe. 

Bridge’s accomplishments as an 
organizer and educator are many. 
He was a charter member of the 
Canoe Cruisers Association of Grea¬ 
ter Washington' (CCA), one of the 
largest and most active canoe clubs 
in the United States. He held the 
post of Safety and Education Chair¬ 
man in the CCA for many years. 
When the job was split into two 
committees, Bridge retained the po¬ 
sition of Education Chairman and 
became a member of the CCA River 
Safety Committee. He has long 
been an instructor for Red Cross 
Basic Canoeing classes organized by 
the CCA Education Committee. 


City Approves Long-term 
Lease With Local Jaycees

The city council on November 
28 approved a long term lease with 
the Greenbelt Jaycees for their 
club house behind St. Hugh’s. 
The lease was conditioned on 
the Jaycee’s repair of the pro¬ 
perty which was seriously damaged 
by a fire on July 30, 1975. The Jay¬ 
cees approved the lease . 

Council also requested that the 
city have the option to cancel the 
lease on a short-term basis, with 
the city paying one-sixtieth of ttse 
Jaycees’ restoration expenses for 
each month that remains on the 
lease at the time of a .short-term 
cancellation. 

Jaycees* President P. J. Painter 
noted that the club house will be 
available for use by Greenbelt civic 
groups, and that the request of St. 
Hugh's for use of the facility for 
youth activities has already been 
granted. 

Painter said the building should 
be secured within the near future 
by replacing the roof and installing 
windows and a door. Interior work 
will be accomplished by the Jay¬ 
cees. 

Painter noted that the building 
has a lot of “significance, good and 
bad memories.” Originally con¬ 
structed by the Greenbelt Athletic 
Association on government land, 
the clubhouse was built by volun¬ 
teers, using federal government 
surplus materials and city main¬ 
tenance personnel. Over the years, 
various private organizations have 
operated the clubhouse. 

Three fires have hit the building. 
The Jaycees leased the club¬ 
house after the second fire in 1966 
on a month-to-mo nth basis cinoe 
it was considered for the housing 
for the elderly project.

Complaints On Metro

Metro officials say they are work¬ 
ing to correct the problems on 
the Greenbelt bus-Metro line, but 
many unhappy riders have already 
quit using the service. 

Metro commuters, including ’28 
from Greenbelt, petitioned the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) stat¬ 
ing their grievances early in Sep¬ 
tember. Their complaints ranged 
from lack of accessible phones and 
unreliable fare collection equipment 
to inadequate security and too few 
express buses from Stadium-Ar¬ 
mory. 

Carol Carr, who helped to spear¬ 
head the petition drive, said that 
she joined a car pool and “avoids 
Metro at all costs.” Loretta Don- 
schikowski, co-headed the drive. 
She says that she has noticed a 
slight improvement with the service 
but because of a recent move only 
rides twice a week. 

One commuter says she drives to 
Stadium-Armory for fear of mis¬ 
sing the express bus. Another 
Greenbelt commuter joined a car- 
pool but says that she has heard 
that the Metro service has improv¬ 
ed. 

Mat Amberg of Greenbelt, spoke 
from the audience at the city’s No¬ 
vember 28 meeting. According to 
Amberg, WMATA was not at all 
reacting to the riders’ requests. 
Amberg said that the letter from 


WMATA to Mayor Pilski in answer 
to the complaints was “responsive 
but not responsible.” Ridership has 
dropped because people are aban¬ 
doning public transport says Am¬ 
berg. 

In his letter to the mayor, Theo¬ 
dore C. Lutz, WMATA General 
Manager, said that they were doing 
everything possible to correct the 
problems. Lutz says that some of 
the problems can only be corrected 
upon completion of the New Car¬ 
rollton station scheduled for July 
1, but adds that “as each new 
segment becomes operational we 
will tend to experience those prob¬ 
lems which the old baby gets when 
the new baby is born.” 

Security 

Gerry Gough, a Greenbelter who 
is also a WMATA official, said that 
many of the problems have been 
solved. In addressing the security 
complaints, Gough said that there 
will be twenty-six new Metro Tran¬ 
sit officers graduating in January. 
However, these officers will addi¬ 
tionally patrol the extended line to 
Silver Spring in February and the 
New Carrollton route in July. 

Gough said that no new phones 
had been installed and that they 
were still having problems with the 
fare collection equipment. 

Gough echoed Lutz in saying that 
the problem with too few express 
buses was more of a county matter. 
Since the county pays all opera¬ 
tion expenses in excess of that col¬ 
lected by the fare boxes, the county 
has more say in the matter of 


additional buses, according to Lutz 
and Gough. Lutz says in his letter 
that the “Metro staff stands ready 
to work with the county and the 
citizens to examine these problems 
and make all the necessary adjust¬ 
ments.” 

There are no more express buses 
to date. 

Gough said that generally, the 
ridership numbers are improving 
and that he expects them to climb 
higher as the holidays and cold 
weather approach. 

Council directed the city manager 
to set up a meeting with WMATA 
to discuss the switch-over from 
the Stadium-Armory to New Car¬ 
rollton when the latter station 
opens. Greenbelters will then board 
Metro at the New Carrollton Sta¬ 
tion. Council wants to be certain 
that the problems now encountered 
at Stadium-Armory, including se¬ 
curity, lack of phones and lighting, 
lack of turnstiles, would be elim¬ 
inated at the new station.
